As a result a covert security clearance 
on ERESTSORS has been obtained. It is Intended to utilise him as 
a spotter of prospective agent personnel. In view of thla,cj 
r — ~~n whom, incidentally, ERR8TB0RS knows by his true name, 

Intends to contact ERHST80NS so that he can be briefed accordingly.

Inform TOR FIRK33 that an official of the U.S. Government desires 
to talk to him any time at his convenience during the period 26 
January to 30 January 1955 • It is assumed that 703 FIRKBS la 
occupied during the daytime hours, necessitating that the debriefing 
take place during evening hours or on a weekend .
